ſoꝛe he ſente foꝛ ber, and aſked, why and bowe be 
had deſerued, that ſbe pꝛayde fo: bym ? Sbe an- 
ſwered and ſayd: J do it nat with out a cauſe. For 
whban J was a mayde, we bad a tyꝛan raignynge 
ouer vs: wboſe 3 2 deſyꝛed, whan be 
was ſlayne, there ſuccided an other yet mote cruell 
than he: Dut of wboſe gouernance to be alſo delis 
uered J tbougbt it a bygb beniſyte.

C pbiſitian, which bad but ſmalle lerning, vſed 
whan he came to viſct bis pacientes to touche the 
pulce, and if any appayꝛed, be wolde lay the blame 
on tbe paciente and beare him on bande, that be 
did eate fygges, apples, oꝛ ſome other thinge that 
be foꝛbade: and bicauſe tbe pacientes other wbyle 
confeſſed tbe ſame: they t hougbt be bad ben a ye- 
ry connynge man. His ſeruante hadde great mar- 
uayle, bowe be r that: and deſyꝛed his 
mayſter to telle bym , whether be knewe bit by 
touching of tbe pulce, oꝛels by ſome other bygber 
knowlege . Than ſayde bis mayſter / fo: the good 
ſcruice that tbou baſte done me, J wyll open to tbe 
this ſecrete e whban J come in to the pacientes 
chamber, J loke al a bout: and if J ſpye in the floꝛe 
ſbales, parynge of cheſe, of aples / oꝛ of peares, oꝛ 
any other ſcrappes: anone ] coniecte, that tbe pa- 
ciente hoth eaten therof. ſo to thende J wold 
be blameles g lay tbe faute on theyꝛ myſdicttynge, 
Nat longe after tbe ſame ſeruaunte toke on 
bym to pꝛactiſe pbyſike : wbicbe in lyke maner bla 
med bis pacientes: and ſayde, that they kepte nat 
tbe dietc, that he gaue tbem : and be bare them on 
bande that they yete ſome what, wberof be ſawe 
the ſcrappes in the floꝛe.
